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ON  the  Nineteenth  day  of  March  loft  I  went  to  Safer* 
Village,  and  lodged  at  Nathaniel  In^trfcls  near  to  the 
Minilfer  Mr.  Vs.  houle,  and  prefently  after,  I  came 
into  tny  Lodging  Capt.  Wa  louts  Laughter  Alary  tairte 
to  lievt.  Ingerfvls  and  Ipake  to  me,  but,  ladder ly  af¬ 
ter  as  Ihe  {food  by  the  door,  was  bitten,  lo  thac  Ihe 
cited  out  of  her  Wrift,and  looking  on  it  with  a  Candle,  we  law  ap¬ 
parently  the  marks  of  Teeth  both  upper  and  lower  let,  on  each  l  .de 
of  her  wrift. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  Evening,  I  went  to  give  Mr.  V.  a  uht 
When!  was  there,  his  Kins -worn an,  Abigail  Williams,  (about  12 
years  of  age,  ■)  had  a  grievous  fit;  fhe  was  at  firfi  lunyed  with  Va- 
olenae  to  and  fro  in  the  rocin,  (though  Mrs.  Ingcrjol,  endeavoured 
to  hold  her, )  lometimes  makchig  as  it’ ihe  would  hy,  ftrecching  up 
her  arms  as  high  as  Ihe  could,  and  crying  Whijh,  tEtijh,  H  htjh !  levfe- 
xal  times ;  Prefently  after  fhe  laid  there  was  Goodw  N.  and  laid.  Do 
you  not  fee  her  ?  Why  there  flit  fiandsi  And  Ihe  laid  Gcodw  N.  offered 
her  THE  BOOK ,  but  Ihe  was  r delved  ihe  would  not  take  it,  lay- 
ring  Often,  1  wont,  I  wont,  I  Wint,  take  it,  I  do  not  know  what  Book  '  it 
ess  :  Jam  Jure  it  is  none  of 'Gods, Book,  it  is  the  Divels  Book,  for  ought  I 
know.  After  that,  Ihe  run  to  the  1  ire,  and  begun  to  throw  Life 
.  Brands,  about  the  houle;  and  run  againtt.the  Back,  as  if  Ihe  would 
Tun  up  Chimney,  and,  as  they  laid,  Ihe  had  attempted  to  go  into 
the  Fire  in  other  Fits. 

On  Lords  Day,  the  Twentieth  of  March,  there  were  fitndry  of 
the  a'fflided  Perlons  at  Meeting,  as,  Mrs.  Pope,  and  Goodwife  Bibber 
Abigail  Williams ,  Mary  Walcut,  Mary  Lewes ,  and  Coder  Grigg\ 
Maid.  There  was  alio  at  Meeting,Goodwite  C.  (  who  was  after¬ 
ward  Examined  on  lulpicion  of  being  a  Witch  :  )  They  had  leve- 
.  ralSore  Fits,  in  the  time  of  Publick  Worfhip,  which  cidlomething 
interrupt  me  in  my  Iirft  Prayer;  being  lo  unufuaL  After  Pfalm  Was 
Sung,  Abigail  Williams  laid  to  me,  Now  fi and  up,  and  Name  your 
Text !  And  aftee  it  was  read,(he  laid.  It  is  a  long  Text.,  In  the  begin- . 
sing  of  Sernjon,  Mrs.Pope,  a  Woman,  afhi&ed  laid  to  me.  Now  there, 
is  enough  of  that.  And  in  the  Afrgrnoon,  Abigail  Williams,  up¬ 
on  my  referring  to  my  Dottrine  find  to  me,  I  know  no  Dottrine  jott 
had, If  you  did  name  one, I  have  forget  it.

Bewitched,  and  only  fhe  the  Acculed  i'crlon  faid,  they  were  Diftra- 
titd.  It  was  obferved  feveral  times,  that  if  Ihe  did  bat  bite  her 
Under  lip  m  time  of  Examination  the  perlons  afflicted  were  bitten 
on  their  armesand  wrilts  and  produced  the  Marks  before  the  Magi- 
jeftrates,  Minifters  and  others.  And  being  watched  for  that,  if  ihe 
did  but  Pinch  her  Fingers,  or  Grajpe  one  Hand,  hard  in  another,  they 
were  Pinched  and  produced  the  Marks  before  the  Magistrates 
1/  and  Spectators.  After  that,  it  was  obferved,  that  if  (he  did  but  Ie  m 
her  Brea f,  againfi:  the  Seat,  in  the  Meeting  Houfe,  (  being  the 
Barr  at  which  Ihe  flood , )  they  were  afflicted.  Particularly  Mrs. 
Rope  complained  ot  grievous  torment  in  her  Bowels  as  if  they  were 
torn  out.  She  vehemently  acculed  laid  C.  as  the  in  liniment,  and 
hrft  threw  her  Muff  at  her  ;  but  that  flying  not  home,  fhe  got  oft' 
her  Shoe ,  and  hit  Goodwill  C.  on  the  head  with  it.  After  thele 
poftures  were  watched,  if  laid  C.  did  but  Itir  her  feet,  they  were  af- 
>  flitted  in  their  Feet ,  and  Itamped  fearfully.  The  afflicted  perlons 
asked  her  why  Ihe  did  not  go  to  to  the  company  of  Witches  which 
wci e  before  the  Meeting  houle  muftering  ?  1  id.  fhe  not  hear  the 
Drum  beat.  They  aceuled  her  of  having  Familiarity  with  the  Devil,  in  the 
time  of  Examination,  in  the  lhape  of  a  Black  man  whilperin?  in  her  ear  ; 
they  affirmed,  that  her  Tcilow-Bird,  fuck  ed  betwixt  her  Fingers  in  the  Aflera- 
.blf  », 1 ordcr  bf*ng  gwen  to  lee  if  there  were  any  fign,  the  Girl  that  liw 
it,  laid,  it  was  too  late  now  ;  fhe  had  removed  a  Pin,  and  put  it  on  her 
heady  which  was  found  there  flicking  upright. 

'I  hey  told  her, {he  had  Covenanted  with  the  Devil  for  ten  years,  fix  of 
them  were  gone,  and  four  more  ro  come.  She  was  required  by  the  Ma- 
gilnatcs  to  anlwer  that  Qneftion  in  the  Catechilm,  How  many  perfons ,  be  there 
in  the  God-Head}  fhe  anlwercd  it  but  oddly,  yet  was  there  no  great  thing 
to  be  gathered  from  it ;  Ihe  denied  all  that  was  charged  upon  her,  and  laid. 
They  could  not  prove  a  Hitch  •  ihe  was  that  Afternoon  Committed  to  Salem - 

'■*  f,  <dn  ?  and  a^er  ff°  was  in  Cuftodv,  fhe  did  not  16  appear  to  them,  and 
afflict  them  as  before. 

Uu  I?  March,  I  went  to  Thomas  Putmans ,  on  pur  pale 

to  fee  his  Wife:  I  found  her  lying  on  the  Bed,  having  had  a  lore  fit  a  little 
I  before  Ihe  Ipake  to  me,  and  laid,  fhe  was  glad  to  lee  me  ;  her  Husband  and 
foe,  both  defired  me  to  pray  with  her,  whih  ffle  was  lenfible  ;  which  I  did , 
though  the  Apparition  laid,  I  fhoutd  not  go  to  Prayer.  At  the  hrft  beginning 
ffle  attended i  but  after  a  little  time,  was  taken  with  a  fit :  yet  continued  fi- 
lent,  and  feemed  to  be  Ajleep  :  when  Prayer  was  done,  her  Husband  going 
to  her,  found  her  in  a  Fit  ;  he  took  her  ofl  the  Bedt  to  let  her  on  his  Knees; 
hut  at  nrfl:  ffle  was  16  ftiff,  ftie  could  not  bs  bended ;  but  ffle  afterwards  let 
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down;  but  c-uickly  began  to  ftrivt  violently  with  her  Arms  and  Leggs-,  fhe 
then  began  to  Complain  of,  and  as  it  were  to  Convcrle  perlonally  with, 
Groodw.  N.  laying,  Gordw.  N.  Be  gone  !  Begone!  Be  gone !  are  you  not  aflra- 
wfrf,  4  YVematt  ej  your  Projefron,  to  ajj.ifi  4  poor  Creature  Jo  ?  wl$at  hurt  did  I 
ever  dc  you  in  my  lift !  you  hauc  hut  two  ye  an  to  live,  and  then  the  Devil  will 
termer  r  yeur  Sul,  for  this  your  Name  is  blotted  out  of  Gods  Book,  and  it  frail 
never  be  put  in  Gods  B  10k,  again,  be  gone  for  frame,  ate  you  not  afraid  of  that 
*  hi:tt  is  toming  upon  you  ?  I  Kjt'-xv,  I  ktiow,  what  will  make  yru  afraid,  tie 
wrath  of  an  Angry  God,  I  am  Jure  that  will  make  you  afraid  ;  be  g<ue,  do  not 
1  trntent  me,  1  bj.cw  tohat ycu  would  have  (  we  judged  the  meant,  her  Soul) 
but  it  it  out  of jc  ur  reach  ;  it  is  Clot  ted  with  tire  white  lip  be  s  of  Chrijls  Bfghte 
oufnefs.  After  this,  (he  Itemed  to  dilpute  with  the  Apparition  a  bent  a  par. 
ticular  Text  of  Scripture.  The  Apparition  leeme  d  to  deny  it  •,  (the  VVo- 
mans  eyes  be  ing  fan  doled  all  this  time  )  (he  laid.  She  was  Jure  tlx  re  wot 
fuels  4  Text ;  and  fhe  would  tell  it ;  and  then  the  Shape  would  be  gone,  for 
laid  fhe,  I  am  fu>e  you  cannot  found  before  that  Text  !  then  (he  waslorely  Af¬ 
flicted  ;  her  mourh  drawn  on  one  lide,  and  her  body  (trained  for  about  a 
minute,  and  then  laid,  I  will  tell ,  I  will  tel! ;  it  is,  it  is,  it  is !  three  or  four 
times,  and  then  was  attliCted  to  hinder  her  from  telling,  at  la  ft  {he  broke  forth 
an-'  laid  ,  It  is  the  tnird  Chapter  of  the  Revelations.  1  did  lomething  f ruple  the 
reading  it,  and  did  let  my  fcrupie  appear,left  Satan  Qiould  make  any,  Super¬ 
fluous  lie  to  unprove  the  Word  ot  die  Eternal  God.  However,  tho’  not 
verted  iofhde  things,  1  judged  I  might  do  it  this  once  for  an  Experiment 
1  began  to  read,  and  before  1  had  near  read  through  the  firlt  verle,  Ine  open¬ 
ed  her  eyes,  and  was  well ;  this  fit  continued  near  half  an  hour.  Her  Hus¬ 
band  ahd  the  Spectators  told  me,  (he  had  often  been  lb  relieved  by  rending 
Texts  that  Ibe  na  ned  , lomething  pertinent  to  her  Cafe >  as  Ila  40.  i.lla  49. 
1.  ha.  50. 1.  and  (everal  others. 

On  I  huiitlay  the  Twenty  fourth,  of  march,  ("being  in  courfe  the 
Le^ure  Day,  at  the  Village,,)  Good  wife  N.  was  brought  before 
the  Maglftraces  Mr  Hat  borne  and  Mr  Corwin ,  about  Ten  of  Clock, 
in  the  Fore  Non,  to  be  Examined  in  the  Meeting  Houfe,the  Reve¬ 
rend  Mr.  Hale,  begun  with  Prayer,  and  the  Warrant  being  read, 
fhe  was  required  to  give  anfwer,  Why  Jhe  afiificd  tbofe  perfons  ?  fhe 
pleaded  her  owne  innocency  with  eameftnefs.  Thomas  Putmans 
Wi  te,j4bigiil  fit1  hams  andThomas  Putmans  daughter  acculcd  her  that 
fi  e  appeared  to  them,  and  affli&ed  them  in  their  fins*  but  fbme  of 
the  other  laid,that  they  hadfeen  her,  but  knew  not  that  ever  /he  had 
hurt  them;  amongft  which  was  Mary  TValcut ,  who  was  prefently 
after  fhe  had  lo  declared  bitten,  and  crycd  out  of  her  in  the  meet- 
ing-houfe ;  producing  the  Marks  of  teeth  on  ha-  wrift.  It  was  fo  dif* 
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poftd,  that  I  had  not  leifure  to  Lend  the  whole  time  of  Examine 
*3  M^iftrati^and  Minifters,  told  me,  that  the  things 

all  edged,  by  the  afflicted,  and  defence*  made  by  her,  were  much  after  the 
lame  manner,  as  the  former  was.  And  her  motions,  did  produce  like  effects 

a^°>  Tr”?*”*’  «  their  Breajts,  byher  Leaning 

and  when,,  bended  Back,  were  as  if  their  Backs  was  broken.  The  afflicted 
penons  tajd,  the  Block  Man,  whifpered  to  her  in  the  Aflcmbly,  and  dierefore 
jhc  could  not  hear  what  the  Magiftrates  (aid  unto  her.  Theyfaid  alio  that 
Ihe  did  then  nde  by  the  Ateting-honfe,  behind  the  BLtckMan.  Tbo,„a%  Put - 
j  wife,  had  a  grievous  Fit,  in  the  time  ofExamination,  to  the  very  great 
Impairing  of  her  ftrength,  and  wafting  of  her  fpirits,  infomuch  as-  fhe  could 
hardly,  .move  hand,  or  foot,  when  fhe  was  carryed  out.  Others  al<o  were 
there  gncvoufly  aftiicfod,  (o  that  there  was  once  fuch  an  hideous  Icrietch  and 
hoiie,  (which  I  heard  asi  walked,  at  a  little  diftance  from  the  Meeting 

mu.  **  aryuZ<:  P*’  an„d  ioinc  tlut  wcre  within,  told  me  the  whole 
alterably  Was  Wlth  conftemation,  and  they  were  afraid,  that  thole  that 
late  next  to  tliem,  were  under  the  influence  of  Witchcraft.  This  woman  alio 
wasftmday  committed  to  Salem  Prilon.  The  Magilhatts  and  Minifters 
aUo  did  mforme  me,  that  they  apprehended  a  child  cl  Snub.  t;  and  Exami e- 
ned  it,  being  between  4,  and  5  years  of  Age  And  as  to- matter  of  Fait 

tWr  ^  **iis  Child,  ci  1  but  call  as  eye  upon’ 
Ihe  amidted  penons,  they  wue  and  they  heki  her  H?cd,  and  yet 

lo  many  as  her  ye  could  fix  upon  were  afflicted.  Which  tiiey  did  leveral 
toiw  make  csurfol  obfervation  of :  the  affli&ed  complained,  they  had  often- 
been  Bitten  by  this  child,  and  produced  the  marks  of  a  find  fit  ef teeth,  accor¬ 
ds1/*  this  Was  alio  committed  to  Salem  Prilon,  the  child  looked  hail,  end  well 
as  other  Chddren,  I  few  it  at  Lievt.  Jnterfels  After  the  commitment  of 
Lroodw.  N.  TXo ;  Putmans  wife  waj  muchbetter,  and  had  no  violent  fits  at  all 
rrom  that  x^th  01  March,  to  the  5  tb  of  April.  Some  others  alio  laid  they 
hadnot  leen  her  jo  frcqueutly  appear  to  diem,  to  hurt  them. 

.  r°n  **-5^  of  March,  (  as  Capt  Stephen  Sewn!,  of  Salem,  did  afterwards 
anrorm  axe)  Eli^a.  P arii,  had  fore  Fits,  at  his  houfe,  which  much  troubled 
bimfelf  ,  4 ud  bit  wife,  Idas  he  told  me  they  were  almoft  difcouraged.  She  re- 
iTfu  t?*  /L®/?*  R  *ck.M*n  came  to  tier,  and  told  her,  if  fhe  would  be  ru¬ 
led  by  him,  fhe  fhould  have,  whatsoever  fhe  defired,  and  go  to  a  Gulden  City. 
She  relating  this  to  Mrs.  Sewell,  fhe  told  the  child,  is  was  the  Dir  el, and  he  was

Lewis  afbrclaid  law  in  her  fitt  a  Waite  man  and  was  with  him  in  a 
•Glorious  Place,  which  had  no  Candles  ner  Sun ,  yet  was  full  of  Ltyt 
and  Brightness  •  v, here  was  a  great  Multitude  in  White  glittering 
Robes,  and  drey  Sung  the  Song  in  the  fifth-  of  Reverlation  the  Ninth 
vciie,  and  the  i  io  Plalnr,  and  the  149  Plalm  ;  and  laid  with  her  lelf,  Flow  > 

lonr  {hall  I  fay  here  !  let  me  be  along  with  you  :  She  was  loth  to  leave  this 

place,  and  grieved  that  (he  could  tarry  no  longer.  This  Wisitcman  hath  ap-  * 
peared  (everal  times  to  (bme  of  them,  and  given  them  notice  how  long  it 
QrouU  be  before  they  had  another  Fit,  which  was  (bmetimes  a  day ,  or  day 
and  lialf,  or  more  or  lefs:  it  hath  fallen  out  accordingly. 

The  third  of  April,  die  Lords-Day,  being  Sacrament-day,  at  the  V  lllage, 
Gcodw  C.  upon  Mr.  Parris  $  naming  Iris  Text,  John  6,  70.  One  of  them  is  at 
De-viL,  the  laid  Goodw.  C.  went  immediately  out  of  the  Meeting- Houle,  and 
flung  the  door  after  her  violently,  to  the  an^zement  of  the  Congregation: 
Sbe  was  afterward  leen  by  (bme  in  their  Fits,  who  laid,  O  Goedw  C.l  did 
not  thini  to  fee  you  here!  (  and  being  at  their  Red  bread  and  drink)  (aid  to 
her,  I*  this  a  time  to  receive  the  Sacrament ,  you  ran- away  cn  the  Lords-  Day ,  <3 
feomed  to  receive  it  in  the  Meeting- He ufr ,  and.

(cribe,  or  meddle  with,  or  touch  the  BOOK,  and  arc  pronulcd  to  have 
prelaw  Relief  if  they  would  do  it. 

%.  They  did  in  the  Allembly  mutually  Cure  each  other,  even  witna 
Tfucb  of  their  Hand,  when  Strangled,  and  otherwife  Tortured  y  tc  worm 
wideavour  to  get  to  their  Afflicted,  to  Relieve  theta*
